Now that the Board is
reduced to three, each Commissloner has
three Election Districts to attend to, and
their labor is consequentlythree-fold groater
thsu it was before. The correction of
imperfect reports Is one of the trials of a
Rchool Commissioner, and the patience
with which they go through the work is
certainly commendable. It appears to be
impossible for the teachers (many of them)
of Cecil county to learn how to fill up the
blauks furnished, and somo of the veports
returned to the Commissioners are simply
disgraceful. We are informed that here-
after the ability to make out correet
reports will bo made a test question at
examinations.

A petition was received from sundré citi.
zens of the neighborhood of the Mill Creek
crossing, on tho Elkton and North East
yoad, asking for a small school-houso for
tho accommodation of children in that
{mmediate vicinity. Petition laid over for
tho present. Also, a petition from the
Fighth District, asking an appropriation
to put new shutters to a school-liouse was
laid on the table. A letter from sundry
citizens of Cherrf Hill, asking the use of
the Public School building, for the use of
a teacher of penmauship, was received and
request granted.

Soveral citizens of the Second District
presented a proposition to purchase the old
school houso at the Universalist Church,
and remove the same about two miles on
the road leading to Welsh Point, at their
own expense, provided the Board replaster
it, and give them a teacher,  Proposition
acceded to. Suner bills were passed and
ordered to be paid.
